Centennial  Observance  To  Begin  August  31 


Let  the  celebration  begin! 
Indeed,  the  celebration  of  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  college's  centennial  is  upon 
us.  The  yearlong  centennial  obser- 
vance will  kick  off  Aug.  31  with  the  open- 
ing convocation  of  the  100th  academic 
year. 

Guest  speaker  for  the  historic  event  will 
be  Gunnar  Staalset,  secretary  general  of 
the  Lutheran  World  Federation  in  Geneva, 
Switzerland,  and  a  long-time  friend  of 
Lenoir-Rhyne. 

Staalset's  appearance  and  other  centen- 
nial events  are  being  coordinated  by  the 
Committee  on  the  Observance  of  the 
Centennial,  chaired  by  L-R  history  pro- 
fessor Ellis  Boatmon.  Boatmon  said  at  least 
one  centennial  event  will  be  held  each 
month  from  August  until  the  opening 
ceremony  of  the  college's  second  century. 
That  "opening  ceremony,"  which  officially 
will  end  the  centennial  observance,  is 
scheduled  for  Sept.  2,  1991. 

"We  will  have  a  wide  variety  of  centen- 
nial events  throughout  the  year,"  Boatmon 
said.  "Though  the  schedule  still  is  coming 
into  focus,  we  think  we'll  have  events  that 
will  appeal  to  all  of  the  college's  constituen- 
cies." 

In  addition  to  the  opening  convocation, 


other  confirmed  dates  on  the  "centennial 
calendar"  include  the  following: 

Newcomen  Society  Dinner  —  The 
Newcomen  Society  of  America  will  honor 
Lenoir-Rhyne  and  its  centennial  with  a 
recognition  dinner  Sept.  13,  1990. 

Homecoming  1990  —  A  range  of  ac- 
tivities and  events  is  planned  around  the 
theme,  "Celebrating  100  Years  of  Ex- 
cellence." A  faculty  roast  —  with  "honorees" 
Bob  Spuller,  Suzie  Jeffers,  Ray  Strunk  and 
Boatmon  —  will  be  held  Friday,  Oct.  5.  This 
homecoming  will  feature  the  10th  reunion 
of  the  Class  of  1980,  the  25th  reunion  of  the 
Class  of  1965  and  the  40th  reunion  of  the 
Class  of  1950.  Additionally,  special  reunions 
will  be  held  for  biology  majors  and  for  all 
former  homecoming  queens  and  football 
captains.  The  centennial  homecoming  foot- 
ball game  on  Oct.  6  against  Gardner-Webb 
has  a  2  p.m.  kickoff. 

Western  Piedmont  Symphony  Or- 
chestra Centennial  Concert  —  A  special 
centennial  concert  by  the  Western  Piedmont 
Symphony  Orchestra  is  scheduled  Oct.  13, 
1990.  Pianist  and  alumnus  John  Coffey  will 
be  the  featured  performer. 

Centennial  History  —  Official  ceremon- 
ies honoring  the  publication  of  the  centen- 


nial history  book,  authored  by  Boatmon  and 
Jeff  Norris,  will  be  held  in  December  1990. 
Specific  dates  and  times  will  be  announced 
at  a  later  date. 

Centennial  Concerts  —  A  series  of 
spring  concerts  will  honor  the  centennial. 
The  Lenoir-Rhyne  College  band  and  a  Cap- 
pella  Choir  will  perform  in  April  and  May, 
respectively,  and  the  Hickory  Choral  Socie- 
ty will  dedicate  its  May  4  concert  to  the 
centennial. 

Time  Capsule  —  On  the  college's  official 
100th  birthday,  Sept.  1,  1991,  the  time  cap- 
sule buried  at  the  Cromer  Center  will  be 
opened. 

Second  Century  Opening  Ceremony  — 
The  centennial  observance  will  officially 
close  with  the  opening  ceremony  of  the  col- 
lege's second  century  on  Sept.  2,  1991.  The 
speaker  and  time  will  be  announced  at  a 
later  date. 

Boatmon  emphasized  that  these  events 
are  just  a  sampling  of  the  overall  centennial 
observance.  The  subcommittee  on  forums 
and  special  programs,  chaired  by  Dale  King, 
is  working  on  obtaining  speakers  and  per- 
formers with  national  and  international 
reputations  and  appeal.

Siegel,  president  of  Kennesaw  State  College  in  Marietta,  Ga. 

In  addressing  the  graduates,  Mrs.  Siegel  focused  on  the  theme 
"Knowledge  With  Commitment." 

She  discussed  the  positive  long-term  effects  of  caring,  com- 
mitted educators  and  of  institutions  of  higher  learning  on  socie- 
ty, as  well  as  the  negative  results  of  mechanized  teaching. 

Through  the  centuries,  good  teachers  have  been  those  who 
cared  enought  to  invest  in  their  students  and  to  dedicate 
themselves  to  mentoring  relationships,  she  said.

"It  is  to  teachers  that  we 
must  turn  for  an  educa- 
tion committed  to  the 
quality  of  life.  Teachers, 
along  with  their  institu- 
tions, must  model 
knowledge  with  commit- 
ment." 

Beyond  formal  educa- 
tion,   the    garnering    of 
knowledge  is  an  ongoing 
process,     Mrs.     Siegel 
pointed    out.    "Because 
change  is  so  all-pervasive 
in  our  lives,  we  must  con- 
stantly be  about  further 
knowledge-gathering." 
However,  knowledge  alone  is  not  enough,  she  said. 
"Our  knowledge  must  be  harnessed  to  some  higher  purpose, 
some  grander  scheme  than  mere  information-gathering,"  she 
said.  "We  must  use  our  knowledge  in  compassionate  service 
to  man. 

"We  are  in  a  period  of  values-confusion,  a  period  in  which 
an  erosion  of  values  seriously  threatens  the  quality  of  human 
life,"  she  explained.  "At  the  same  time,  we  are  witnessing 
technological  and  scientific  revolutions  which  afford  us  poten- 
tially untold  benefits.  We  are  showing  ourselves  to  be  an  indif- 
ferent, self-aggrandizing  people." 

She  said,  "Past 
decades  in  our  socie- 
ty point  to  sickening 
and  needless  vio- 
lence, destructive 
effects  of  power-in- 
toxicated techno- 
logy, and  poverty. 
With  all  our  human 
intellect,  we  have  not 
solved  the  problems 
of  human  misery. 

"Obviously,  our 
human  dilemma 
demands  more  than 
knowledge." 

Such  a  realization 
prompts  serious  con- 
sideration of  the  im- 
portance of  teaching 
and  modeling  civic 
awareness  in  our  na- 
tion's colleges  and 
universities,  she  said. 
"Teachers,  through 
caring  relationships  Dr  [)on  justi  i.r  chaplain,  greets  graduates  after 
with     Students    and     commencement. 
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colleagues,  can  have  beneficent  effects  extending  far  beyond 
the  campus  walls.  In  addition,  the  colleges  themselves  can  be 
massive  forces  for  social  health  by  using  their  tremendous 
physical  and  intellectual  resources  to  address  our  most  troubl- 
ing social  and  ethical  problems,"  she  said.

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Pair  Earns  Degrees  At  LrR

For  many,  Mother's  Day  is  a  very 
special  day  of  the  year. 

However,  this  Mother's  Day  was  even 
more  special  for  mother  and  daughter, 
Harriett  Bolick  and  Samantha  Howell.

It  was  also  during 
this  time  that  her  mother  decided  to  go 
to  college. 

"It's  been  great  being  at  Lenoir-Rhyne, 
and  it's  been  neat  to  be  able  to  share  this 
experience  with  my  mom,"  she  said. 

"It's  been  good  just  knowing  that  my 
mom  was  here." 

Ms.  Howell,  24,  the  second  of  three 
children,  has  always  had  a  close  relation- 
ship with  her  mother. 

"We  are  best  friends,"  she  said.  "We  do 
a  lot  of  things  together." 

During  the  spring  semester  of  last  year, 
Ms.  Howell  and  her  mother  even  had  a 
class  together. 

"It  was  a  lot  of  fun.  We  didn't  compete 
for  grades.  We'd  help  each  other,"  she 
said  with  a  smile. 

"I  called  her  Harriet  instead  of  Mom 
in  class  so  people  wouldn't  freak  out." 

Often  after  exams,  Ms.  Howell  said  she 
and  her  mother  would  go  out  and 
celebrate. 

"We'd  go  to  Cheers  (Restaurant),"  she 
said.  "We  have  a  lot  of  fun  together." 

After  graduation,  Ms.  Howell  and  her 
mother  planned  a  four-day  trip  to  the 
Bahamas. 

"It  was  our  graduation  gift  to  each 
other,"  she  said.

experience. 

"When  Samantha  would  come  home 
and  say  something  about  professors  and 
term  papers,  I  could  relate,"  she  said. 

A  1962  graduate  of  St.  Stephens  High 
School,  Ms.  Bolick  said  she  had  always 
wanted  a  college  education. 

Divorced  since  1970,  Ms.  Bolick  devoted 
much  of  her  life  to  raising  her  three 
children. 

There  were  times,  said  Ms.  Bolick,  when 
she  worked  two  jobs  just  to  make  ends 
meet. 

"I  really  didn't  have  a  life  of  my  own," 
said  the  45-year-old. 

"Making  that  decision  to  go  to  school 
was  just  like  standing  up  for  the  first  time." 

Anyone  who  wants  to  go  to  college  can 
go,  she  said. 


"Nobody  is  too  old  to  learn." 

But  being  back  in  school  was  not  easy, 
Ms.  Bolick  said.  It  took  a  lot  of  discipline 
and  patience. 

"I  remember  my  very  first  test.  I  studied 
very  hard  for  it,  but  I  made  pretty  bad  on 
it,"  she  recalled. 

"I  must  have  had  an  awful  expression 
on  my  face  (after  getting  the  test  back) 
because  a  guy  sitting  next  to  me  slipped 
me  a  note.  It  said,  What  you  have  begun, 
you  must  finish." 

According  to  Ms.  Bolick,  it  was  that  note 
that  gave  her  the  courage  not  to  give  up. 

Also,  Ms.  Howell  said  she  and  her 
mother  received  a  lot  of  support  from 
friends  and  family. 

"Our  biggest  cheerleader  was  my  grand- 
mother, her  mom,"  said  Ms.  Howell.  "She 
was  always  asking  'How  did  you  do  on  that 
test.'" 

For  the  most  part,  Ms.  Bolick  said  her 
family  had  always  stressed  the  importance 
of  education. 

"If  my  father  could  see  me  now,  he'd  be 
ecstatic,"  she  said  of  the  man  who  died  in 
1972  of  cancer. 

"He'd  be  a  very  proud  father." 

In  the  future,  both  Ms.  Bolick  and  Ms. 
Howell  would  like  to  get  their  master's 
degrees,  preferably  from  Lenoir-Rhyne. 

"Today  you  need  to  have  a  college 
education,  especially  women,"  said  Ms. 
Howell. 

"After  doing  this,  I  know  I  can  get  my 
master's." 

Like  her  mother,  Ms.  Howell  feels  that 
anyone  who  wants  to  go  to  college,  can  go. 

"There  are  ways  for  you  to  go  to  college. 
If  you  want  to  go  bad  enough,  you  can  go," 
she  said. 

But  going  to  college,  said  Ms.  Bolick,  re- 
quires total  commitment  and  dedication. 

"I  hope  we  are  able  to  inspire  at  least 
one  person,"  she  said  with  a  smile.  "And 
I  wish  they  would  let  us  know."

The  Spring  1990  issue  of  Profile 
(page  7)  summarized  a  variety 
of  options  in  which  life  in- 
surance could  be  used  to  make 
major  gifts  to  Lenoir-Rhyne  College. 

In  addition  to  the  concepts  outlined  in 
that  article,  there  is  at  least  one 
additional  idea  available  to  most  alumni 
and  friends  of  the  college— LifeShare. 

Simply  stated— LifeShare  is  a  percent 
of  your  life  insurance  proceeds  that  is 
shared  with  a  charity  or  institution  such 
as  Lenoir-Rhyne.  The  program  is 
sponsored  under  the  official  name 
LifeShare  for  Lutheran  Charities  and  is 
supported  by  Lutheran  Church 
Foundations,  agencies  institutions  and 
development  executives. 

While  the  program  is  currently  being 
actively  promoted  within  Lutheran 
contacts,  any  insurance  company  can 
participate  and  anyone  who  owns  a 
personal  life  insurance  policy  can  change 
their  primary  beneficiary  to  include  a 
percentage  for  Lenoir-Rhyne  or  other 
church  agency.  Any  type  insurance 
policy  is  eligible  as  are  IRA  accounts  and 
retirement  annuities. 

To  participate  in  a  LifeShare  gift, 
simply  call  or  write  your  life  insurance 
agent  and  tell  him  you  desire  to  share 
your  Primary  Beneficiary  Designation 
with  Lenoir-Rhyne  College;  sign  the 
Beneficiary  Change  Form  supplied  by 
the  agent  and  keep  a  copy  for  your 
records. 

Once  the  change  has  been  made, 
notify  the  Office  of  Development  so  the 
college  can  personally  thank  you.  If  you 
prefer,  your  name  will  be  kept 
confidential. 

Note:  Before  changing  a  primary 
beneficiary,  you  should  consider  what 
impact,  if  any,  such  a  gift  will  have  on 
the  overall  needs  of  your  family. 

While  many  gifts  of  insurance  offer 
some  tax  advantages,  there  are  no 
immediate  tax  advantages  for  a 
LifeShare  gift.  However,  there  is 
satisfaction  in  knowing  that  your  gift  will 
help  strengthen  Lenoir-Rhyne's  future.

Curriculum  Series  Designed 
to  Assist  Teachers  of  Gifted 


Academically  gifted.  The  term  is  commonly  used  by 
educators  to  describe  students  who  tend  to  rank 
above  peers  in  creativity  and  scholastic  ability. 

Every  teacher  encounters  them.  They  comprehend  more  ad- 
vanced learning  materials.  They  demand  academic  challenge 
and  stimulation  beyond  the  norm  for  their  age. 

They  are  classified  as  overachievers  or  perfectionists.  Despite 
their  talents,  however,  such  students  may  prove  to  be  a  teacher's 
greatest  challenge. 

"Finding  appropriate  teaching  units  for  academically  gifted 
students  can  be  a  difficult  task,  since  no  basal  text  has  been 
formulated,"  says  Dr.  Linda  Weiss  Morris,  executive  director  of 
the  North  Carolina  Association  for  the  Gifted  and  Talented 
(NCAGT). 

However,  thanks  to  the  collaboration  of  more  than  40  North 
Carolina  public  school  teachers  and  Lenoir-Rhyne  College  pro- 
fessor Dr.  Donald  G.  Hayes,  the  search  for  curriculum  materials 
has  been  simplified. 

Their  teaching  series,  "Quest  for  Gold,"  published  recently  by 
the  N.C.  Assocication  for  the  Gifted  and  Talented,  is  the  talk 
of  professional  educators  across  the  country. 

"Quest  for  Gold,"  which  is  being  marketed  nationally,  is 
designed  especially  for  teachers  of  the  academically  gifted.  The 
series  consists  of  four  sets  of  curriculum  units,  each  targeting 
a  different  age  range. 

"The  study  units  offer  hundreds  of  ideas  easily  adaptable  to 
any  classroom,"  says  Hayes.  "The  materials  will  be  beneficial 
to  teachers  looking  for  creative  ways  to  challenge  gifted  minds." 

According  to  Hayes,  who  supervised  the  project,  the  "Quest 
for  Gold"  publications  are  the  culmination  of  nearly  10  years 
of  research.  They  feature  materials  developed  by  educators  seek- 
ing academically  gifted  certification  at  Lenoir-Rhyne. 

"I  believe  these  materials  are  some  of  the  most  outstanding 
in  the  country  for  teaching  gifted  and  talented  students.  And 
I  am  proud  of  the  area  teachers  who  produced  them,"  says 
Hayes.  "Their  contributions  reflect  exceptional  teaching 
capabilities.  They  also  speak  well  for  Lenoir-Rhyne's  teacher- 
training  program." 

Warren  L.  Hollar,  principal  of  Bethlehem  Elementary  School, 
says,  "I  am  a  firm  believer  that  practitioners  have  great  ideas 
that  should  be  shared  with  other  practitioners.  The  'Quest  for 
Gold'  series  is  a  tool  for  accomplishing  this  purpose.  These  units 
of  study  will  be  helpful  to  teachers  of  academically  talented 
students,  as  well  as  regular  classroom  teachers." 

The  "Quest  for  Gold"  series  is  enjoying  "outstanding  recep- 
tion" in  North  Carolina  and  throughout  the  United  States,  ac-

cording  to  Ms.  Morris.  Hayes  plans  to  update  the  publications 
next  year  and  every  other  year  thereafter. 

In  addition  to  "Quest  for  Gold,"  Hayes  is  co-author  of  the  book, 
"Parenting  the  Gifted,"  the  NCAGT  publication,  "My  Child  is 
Gifted!  Now,  What  Do  I  Do?,"  and  the  article,  "Coping  With 
Perfectionism,"  which  recently  appeared  in  Challenge  Magazine. 

A  member  of  the  Lenoir-Rhyne  faculty  since  1971,  he  serves 
as  professor  of  education.  He  also  coordinates  the  college's  Sum- 
mer Enrichment  Program  for  Gifted  and  Talented,  which  is  in 
its  22nd  year.  The  four-week  session  is  designed  for  pupils  in 
kindergarten  through  grade  five. 

Hayes,  who  holds  a  doctorate  in  education,  philosophy  and 
psychology  from  the  University  of  North  Carolina,  was  one  of 
the  pilot  teachers  for  gifted  children  in  the  state.  He  served  as 
North  Carolina's  first  state  supervisor  of  programs  for  the  gifted. 

A  co-founder  of  the  N.C.  Governor's  School  and  the  N.C.  Ad- 
vancement School,  he  also  founded  and  first  directed  the  N.C. 
Learning  Academy,  a  residential  research-and-development 
school  for  children  with  learning  problems. 

Hayes  has  served  as  associate  director  of  the  Learning  Institute 
of  North  Carolina,  assistant  superintendent  for  instruction  for 
Chapel  Hill  City  Schools,  and  member  of  the  Hickory  Board 
of  Education. 

"Don  Hayes'  entire  life  has  been  dedicated  to  children  and 
to  ensuring  that  everyone  receives  the  best  educational  ex- 
perience imaginable,"  says  C.  Douglas  Carter,  assistant 
superintendent  of  Winston-Salem/Forsyth  County  Schools  and 
former  Governor's  School  superintendent.

Bears  Announce  1990  Football  Schedule 


Lenoir-Rhyne  athletic  director  Dr. 
Keith  Ochs  has  announced  the 
Bears'  1990  football  schedule. 
The  1990  schedule  features  a 
traditional  slate  of  South  Atlantic  Con- 
ference opponents  and  also  non- 
conference  games  against  Newberry, 
Wofford,  West  Virginia  State,  and  Eastern 
Washington  University. 

The  schedule  order  will  look  a  little  dif- 
ferent from  recent  seasons,  with 
Newberry  moving  from  a  traditional 
November  meeting  to  the  season- 
opening  slot  of  September  1.  The  move 
gives  the  Bears  four  road  games  to  start 
the  season.  The  addition  of  Eastern 
Washington,  an  NCAA  I-AA  school,  also 
adds  a  different  flavor  to  the  Bears'  plans. 

"We  are  facing  a  very  difficult  schedule 
for  1990,  especially  with  four  straight 
road  games  to  start  the  year,"  said  Bear 
head  football  coach  John  Perry.  "Our 
first  three  games  are  non-conference,  but 
the  conference  schedule  will  certainly  be 
difficult  with  Presbyterian,  Elon,  and 
Gardner-Webb  right  in  a  row  to  start." 

The  Bears  will  play  five  home  games 
this  year,  including  three  of  their  last  four 
outings.  The  Bears  have  no  open  date  on 
the  schedule. 

The  Eastern  Washington  trip  will  put 
the  Bears  on  the  West  Coast  for  the  first 
time  since  the  1962  team  played  in  the 
NAIA  national  championship  against 
Central  Oklahoma  State  in  Sacramento, 
Calif. 

"We  made  a  real  effort  to  get  a  home 
game  for  September  8,  but  it  just  did  not 
work  out,"  said  Perry.  "We  looked  at 
some  I-AA  possibilities  and  are  excited 
about  getting  to  make  this  trip.  I  think 
it  will  be  a  good  educational  experience 
for  our  players,  but  we  also  want  to  go 
out  there  and  win  a  football  game." 

The  move  of  Newberry  to  the  top  of 
the  schedule  was  forced  by  a  change  in 
NAIA  playoff  structure.  The  NAIA  decid- 
ed to  begin  its  football  playoffs  the  week 
prior  to  Thanksgiving,  normally  the  date 
the  Bears  play  Catawba.  To  keep 
Catawba  at  the  end  of  the  schedule,  the 
Bears  were  forced  to  move  another 
opponent.

South  Atlantic  To  Align  With  NCAA 


Presidents  of  the  eight  South  At- 
lantic Conference  member  institu- 
tions unanimously  have  voted  to 
apply  for  membership  in  Division 
II  of  the  NCAA. 

Each  conference  school  will  begin  the  ap- 
plication process  by  this  July  1.  Lenoir-Rhyne 
has  already  gone  through  that  process  and 
is  currently  recognized  as  an  NCAA  Division 
II  member. 

The  college  presidents,  in  a  prepared  state- 
ment, voiced  their  interest  in  the  NCAA, 
primarily  due  to  its  identity  throughout  the 
United  States  and  its  financial  and  personnel 
resources.  The  academic  provisions  related 
to  the  NCAA  are  also  widely  known. 
The  SAC  has  been  a  trend-setter  itself  in 
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adopting  academic  policies  for  student- 
athletes.  Many  of  the  conference's  academic 
regulations  served  as  a  model  for  recently 
adopted  NAIA  nationwide  policy. 

"The  members  of  the  South  Atlantic  Con- 
ference are  highly  impressed  with  the  NCAA 


as  a  national  association  at  the  forefront  of 
intercollegiate  athletic  reform,"  said  con- 
ference commissioner  Doug  Echols.  "The 
conference's  desire  to  continue  as  a  strong 
athletic  body  blends  with  the  philosophy  of 
Division  II,  which  offers  a  wide  range  of  op- 
portunities and  endorses  broad-based  athletic 
programs." 

Lenoir-Rhyne  has  enjoyed  a  long,  rich 
history  in  the  NAIA  and  will  compete,  along 
with  the  rest  of  the  SAC,  for  NAIA  champion- 
ship play  in  1 990-91.  While  a  date  for  NCAA 
Division  II  participation  has  not  yet  been 
determined,  Echols  said  that,  under  the  most 
favorable  timetable,  the  conference  could  be 
approved  for  Division  II  competition  by  Sept, 
1,  1990. 
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A  Lesson  In  Good  Will 

Northern  Irish  Protestants,  Catholics  To  Visit  L-R 


International  relations  will  get  a  major  boost  this  sum- 
mer, thanks  in  large  part  to  Lenoir-Rhyne  College  soc- 
cer coach  Tom  Melville. 
Melville  is  helping  coordinate  a  visit  to  the  United  States 
by  a  group  of  youngsters  and  adult  chaperons  from  Northern 
Ireland.  But  this  is  no  ordinary  trip.  No  ordinary  group  of  peo- 
ple. Far  from  it. 

The  young  people  come  from  two  inner-city  schools— one 
Catholic,  the  other  Protestant— in  strife-torn  Belfast.  And  the 
story  of  how  the  two  came  together  is  an  interesting  one. 

Lisnasharragh  and  Corpus  Christi  had  advanced  to  the  cham- 
pionship game  of  their  soccer  league.  It  was  a  matchup  bet- 
ween a  Protestant  school  and  a  Catholic  school  in  a  city  noted 
for  conflicts,  often  violent,  between  Protestants  and  Catholics. 
The  potential  for  trouble  worried  administrators  from  both. 
What  would  happen? 

Fortunately,  there  were  no  problems.  And  officials,  seeing 
a  golden  opportunity  in  goodwill  and  mutual  understanding, 
began  to  comtemplate  a  joint  trip  by  the  two  schools  to  the 
United  States.  The  trip  not  only  would  allow  the  youngsters, 
most  of  whom  come  from  underprivileged  homes,  to  visit  the 
United  States,  it  would  also  bring  them  together  to  learn  more 
about  each  other. 

The  schools,  with  hearty  approval  from  Northern  Irish 
government  officials,  began  planning  their  trup  and  held  a 
number  of  fund-raisers  to  raise  the  money  for  the  trip.  But, 
it  was  asked,  just  where  should  they  go? 

Enter  Melville,  a  native  of  Belfast  and  a  former  soccer  player 


and  coach  in  Northern  Ireland.  Through  friends  and  associates 
in  Belfast,  Melville  arranged  for  one  stop  of  the  journey  to  be 
at  Lenoir-Rhyne.  In  fact,  the  North  Carolina  visit  is  the  group's 
only  stop  on  the  East  Coast.  After  spending  time  in  Los  Angeles 
and  San  Diego,  the  group  will  head  for  Hickory,  arriving  June 
11  and  departing  for  Belfast  on  June  24. 

"We  are  excited  that  this  group  will  be  coming  to  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  and  this  area,"  Melville  said.  "This  is  a  very  special  and 
unique  trip.  The  young  people  will  get  a  chance  to  live  together 
and  to  learn  from  each  other.  In  a  relatively  small,  but  impor- 
tant way,  this  is  a  chance  to  help  ease  some  of  the  tension 
between  the  Catholics  and  Protesatants.  Hopefully,  others  in 
Northern  Ireland  can  take  a  lesson  from  these  young  people." 

The  group  will  include  55  people— 33  boys,  15  girls  and  seven 
chaperons.  The  children  range  in  age  from  12  to  14;  the  boys 
are  soccer  players  and  the  girls  are  gymnasts.  A  variety  of  ac- 
tivities is  scheduled,  including  a  trip  to  Carowinds,  a  visit  to 
the  Blue  Ridge  Mountains,  a  Southern  barbecue  dinner  and 
a  watermelon  "feast." 

And,  of  course,  there  also  will  be  time  for  soccer.  Melville 
is  coordinating  an  exhibition  "tournament"  for  Saturday,  June 
23. 

"This  will  be  a  great  opportunity  for  young  Americans  to 
get  a  flavor  of  international  soccer  competition,"  Melville  said. 
"Plus,  it  would  be  a  great  way  to  meet  people  from  another 
country  and  would  show  that  people  in  the  United  States  tru- 
ly care  about  their  brothers  and  sisters  across  the  world."
